Rabbi Goren’s Ruling for Navy

Sabbaths and Festivals, according to 
a ruling given by Rabbi S. Goren, 
the Israeli 
Forces and one of the candidates for 
the Israeli Chief Rabbinate. 

In a responsum published by the 
Military Rabbinate Rabbi Goren 


states that he has examined four dif- 


ferent types of microphones, ‘and 
found. that two of. these—the con- 
denser microphone and the carbon 
microphone-—can be used on_ the 


Sabbath. The use of -crystal and 
moving coll microphones is 
prohibited. 


The ruling was given by Rabbi 
Goren two years ago in reply to a 
question put to him by a military 
chaplain serving on an Israeli war- 
ship. The chaplain explained that 
the noise of the engines was such that 
captain was unable to transmit his. 
— effectively without using a 

‘crophone.. Rabbi Goren. stresses 
2% his reply that the ruling applies 
only to Israeli Navy units, as ‘he 
regards himself unqualified to rule on 
this subject for civilians. He devoted 
six months to research on this sub- 
ject. and éven invited an electronics 
engineer to explain the functioning of | 
various types of microphones to him. 
According to experts here ‘the

BAGHDAD SCHOOL’S 


SUCCESS 
“ Centre of Life ” 
From a Correspondent 


There are between 5.000 .and 
6,000 Jews in Iraq (ilere were 100,000 
1949), They live. mainly in Bagh- 
dad, where seven synagogues are 
active, but, according to a report 
which has reached: the: Anglo-Jewish 
‘Association in London. the centre. of 
Jewish life is. the Jewish school. 

The Jewish community is described 
as. being composed of 30 per, cent 
poor, 40 cent middle-class, and 
per cént..wealthy péople. The 
Community.Counci! jis elected every 
two years under the supervision. of 
the Ministry of Justice, 
approve all nominees. The heid of 
the community is. 80-year-old Rabbi 
Sassoon. There are no Jewish news- 
“ papers or magazines or cultural clubs. 
Jewish clubs of any kind are not 
permitted. 


The general. political situation in 


Iraq is considered perilous : General 
Kassem is less popular. after. the 
political assassinations. -Jews are 
unmolested, but extremely apprehen- 


. $ive. FEsrael is, of course. a prohibited 


subject, although information. seeps 
through, largely. from. the foreign 
Press.. The Iragi people are violently 
anti-Israel, and foreign Jews are 


regarded Zionists.

The one bright spot is the Jewish 
school, an 
former” Frank Iny Primary and 
Benjamin Shamash Schools, where 
there are now S50 children from 
kindergarten to secondary schoo!

Myer Makin, first invited me to.

ESPONSE to the Knitters’ 
Corner feature proves that 
this is one of the occupa- 
tions that has not died out with 
television and modern distractions. 

Timely, then, might be some 


knitters’ tips have just received 


from a correspondent, who writes : 

“Every knitting leaflet will tell 
you what needles and wool to use. 
Follow this, and, remember, it’s no 
use swapping the needles or wool 
unless you are an expert knitter.” 

You are ddvised to buy good 


needles with firm knobs, use light. 
needles for dark wool, dark needles 


for light wool. A knitting gauge 
is a must for beginners. 

Keep hands clean. Keep them 
smooth for the job. When you 
make a join, do it at the end of 
the row if possible. Otherwise, for 
immaculate neatness, untwist the 
wool and split it into its different 
strands. 

Hints. for joining a_ four-ply 
take two strands and, 
slightly dampening your fingers, 
roll them together.

CHESS OLYMPIAD AT LEIPZIG | 


H. GOLOMBEK

Once every two years the World 
Chess Federation, or F.1.D.E., as 
it is commonly known in chess 
circles by the initials of its French 
name-—Fédération Internationale 
des Echees—holds an Olympiad 
to which most of the countries in 
the world senda team composed 
of four player s and two reserves. 
- The result if such a concentration 
of the world’s best chess players 
as is rarely seen in normal tourna- 
ments, and. this year’s event at 
Leipzig is no exception. In fact 
a record number of 40 countries 


from every quarter of the globe 


have entered—from the U.S.S.R.. 
Yugoslavia, and Britain in Europe, 
from. the Chile, and 
Argentina in the Americas. from 
Tunisia in Africa, from Israel 

‘the Middle East, from Mongolia 
in Asia, from. Indonesia: and. the 


Philippines in. the Far East, and

The whole tournament lasts 
some three weeks and a half. It 
Started on October 17 and is about 
half-way over.as write these lines 
here in Leipzig.

On the first board we have 
the young British champion, Jona- 
than Penrose; on ‘the second, 
myself; on. the. third, .Peter 
Clarke ; on the fourth is Michael 
Haygarth ; and fifth and sixth are 
Leonard Barden and Robert Wade. 
At the age of 49 | am consider- 
ably the senior of the side, and, 
as. befits my venerable years, I 
am the captain.

at Sadler's Wells in - 1945, was ‘so 
powerful that, whatever may be the 
final judgment of history, nothing ¢ can 
eclipse that memory. .

POLES REFUSE TO SEND |

A surprising announcement that the 
Jewish community in Poland will not 
send a delegation to the Congress of 
Polish Jews to be held in Israel in 
the middle of January has been made 
in Warsaw. The announcement was 


made in the form of a. declaration 
* Folk-. 


published in the Yiddish 
Sztyme”’ ever the signature of. the 
Communist - dominated Executive 
<Couneil of the Cultural and Social 
Union of the Jews in Poland. 

The declaration,. which must have 
caused much disappointment to Jews 
in Poland generally, is a document 
of several thousand words and an 
attempt to explain why this singular 
decision was taken. 

As one reason for the refusal to 
take part.in the congress, the Execu- 
tive Council said it was net consulted 
beforehand, nor was it given any 


chance to participate in fixing the 


congress agenda. 


‘The -main reason for the refusal. 


however, is stated to be the fact that 


the congress organisers, particularly 


the Polish Jews in Isract who initiated 
the. whole idea, did “not consult 
Polish Jewish organisations 
especially. the: 


which exist in various countries.

the Organising Committee 


consists in the main of “ representa- 
tives of Zionist political parties,” 
largely of those belonging to the 
present Israeli Coalition Government. 

A further reason, probably the one 
which prompted the refusal, is the 
fear that some delegates at the con- 
gress, where the question of claims 
against Germany is on the agenda. 
may also bring up the issue of 

“asking for compensation from the 


Polish Government.” 


The declaration accuses “ ‘certain 
members” of the Organising Com- 
mittee of having indicated their desire 
to bring this issue before the Govern- 
ment, In the eyes of the Executive 
this would amount to “a campaign 
against the Polish People’s Republic. 
and against the organised Jewish 
community in Poland.” This kind of 
demand, says the declaration, would 
be in the spirit of “ cold war. policy.” 

What Polish Jews would like the 
congress to discuss. states the declara- 
tion, is the question of Nazi fevival 
in Germany and the tearming of 


Germans who seek revenge. 


The declaration recalls that repre- 
sentatives of the various Jewish com-
